Arabic letters: 
1-The first letter is (it doesn’t have its own sound; it is used to stretch the short A vowel to form the 
long AA vowel) 
corresponds to the English B 
corresponds to the English T, but it’s softer 
corresponds to the combination TH, as in “thank” 
corresponds to the English J 
corresponds to the English H, but it’s much more throaty (Like the sound you make when you clear your 
throat, only keep your mouth open when you do) 
corresponds to the combination KH (Like the sound of forcing phlegm out) 
sounds like the letter D in English, but softer 
sounds like the combination TH, as in “that” 
sounds somewhat like the letter R in English 
sounds like the letter Z in English 
is equivalent to the letter S

26- is equivalent to the English letter H, not to be confused with the Haa we saw earlier

The short vowel-marks enable the letter to make a sound in a similar way to the English language. In 
the same way a word cannot be made in the English language without one of the 5 vowels (a, e, 1, o or u), 
in Arabic one cannot make a word without a vowel being used.

Sukoon means stationary. That is a letter with no Harakah (movement) on it. 


It is the opposite of a Harakah. Hence, we emphasize the letter by stopping 
in our pronunciation of it. 


Letters in English may be unvowelled, i.e. have no vowel sound immediately after them, such as the n, the s and 


the c in the word 'fantastic'. In Arabic, we show this using a diacritical mark called a Sukoon above the unvowelled letter 


Note: a Saakinah letter is always preceded by a letter with a 
Harakah on it
